We found since that the seed germinates very 
slowly and irregularly, and that real good plants are not 
obtainable if sown so late, so we suggest to our customers 
to make a sowing in July or August and we feel that better 
results will be obtained. 

The seedlings should not be pricked off into 2-inch pots 
until they show character leaves. 

Next spring as soon as the weather warms up sufficiently, 
they could be shifted to cold frames in the full rays of the 
sun and brought back into a forcing temperature about the 
last week in August and “forced” in a temperature of 60 to 
65 degrees for the Christmas trade. They come into flower 
early, but the first flowers should be kept “nipped” until well 
on in September when they will begin to take on a general 
crop which will make them salable in December and for 
several months following.

On the first floor, occupying the 
corner, is a retail store. On the same 
floor is a fully equipped print shop, with 
four presses, for turning out the miscel- 
laneous printing required in large quan- 
tities by a seed house. 

The second floor is devoted to the 
general offices, and the flower seed 
department, which is under the direct 
supervision of Carl Cropp, vice-presi- 
dent, who has had charge of this 
department from its beginning. 


The third floor is devoted to the 
vegetable seed mail order department, 
and the parcel post shipping room. On 
the fourth floor is the seed testing 
laboratory, where all seeds received 
are analyzed for purity and tested for 
germination before acceptance. On 
this floor also are the lawn seed carton 
filling room, the raffia department, and 
storage for recleaned grass and field 
seeds. 

The fifth floor is wholly occupied by 
vegetable and field seed in bags and 
the sixth floor is given over to the bulb 
departments, for assembling and ship- 
ping bulb orders, chiefly from florists. 
On the seventh floor is the commission 
box seed department.

Callas being natives of swampy regions 
grow to best advantage where there is an 
abundance of moisture, and are therefore very 
difficult to handle in the curing. Some 
growers practice premature cutting off the 
tops, expose bulbs to the sun, in order to 
make early shipment. This is very danger- 
ous and will cause dry rot. 

We therefore take great pains in securing 
our stock from growers in California who 
do not use this practice. Our stock is thor- 
oughly cured in the ground and dried 
thoroughly before they are packed. This, of 
course means later delivery but better 
results can be obtained from such bulbs. 

We caution forcers of Callas to water this 
stock sparingly after planting because Calla 
bulbs store up considerable moisture.
